Columbus. C, July 6.— People of 
Ironton will continue to pay the pres 
ent rate for natural gas until a 25-year 
franchise granted by the Council In 
18»7 runs out. This la the result of 
the decision of the Ohio Supreme 
Court, which arftlrmed the action of the 
Ohio Public UUilUes Commission in 
dismissing an appeal from the city 
(Trdinance of Ironton to the commis- 
sion. The Court followed the Cin- 
cinnati Gas case in a decision in which 
a franchise contract was held safe 
from attack aa a valid conUruot which 
must be observed. 

In Npvember. 1919. the gas company 
was supplying gas to Ironton under a 
2S-year franchise Kraiited to predeces- 
sors of Ui* gas conipar.y December 
18»7, sectio'n 5 of tr*BChlse ordinance 
providing a mtfxlmnin. rate of :7Mi 
cents for each 1,000 feet, leaa 2% cents 
discount. November 19. !»«•, lO-year 
rate ordinance passed and accepted by 
company, stipulating same price for 
gas. Noveipber 24. 1»1», Council pass 
ed another rate ordinance for threi 
years at same rate, which the company 
refused to accept, but Bled complaint 
on appeal to Public Utilities Commia 
aion. 

The decision will save the people of 
Ironton from higher gas rate.i until 
1922, when the original :;5-y.-ar ordi- 
nance will expire. The decision 
dlcatPB th.-\t the Intermediate rate or- 
dinances, including the last one, were 
not necessary, since the original fran- 
chise contract <!t)vered the issue.
